6W modular 
home sites face 
zoning vote...

A major multi-faceted zon¬ 
ing change request involving 
609 potential manufactured 
homes for the tree barren area 
at Wayne and Ecorse Roads 
goes to the City Council this 
month. 

The housing proposal of¬ 
fered by the Elro Corp. failed 
to get the endorsement re¬ 
cently from the city’s appoin¬ 
ted Plannming Commission. 

Thus it appears that the up¬ 
scale modual homes will face a 
tough battle in receiving the 
okay from the city’s seven elec¬ 
ted council members. 

Richard A. Schoenherr, vice 
president of Elro Corp., told 
the Planning Commissioners 
earlier that the home options 
at The Reserve at Arrow Pointe 
would be unique to both Ro¬ 
mulus and surrounding areas, 
since two story homes and 
ones with attached garages 
would be among the six to 
eight models that would be of¬ 
fered to home buyers. 

Schoenherr said the tree¬ 
less 120 acres would be re¬ 
forested with multiple styles of 
trees and a large nature center 
would be in the subdivision 
and could be visited by local 
students. 

The 10 acre nature preserve 
would include various histori¬ 
cal trees including same 
grown from seeds that had 
“visited the moon,” as well as 
those similar to trees planted 
at the homes of former Presi¬ 
dents George Washington and 
Thomas Jefferson. 

The homesites would cost 
$40,000 to $70,000, Schoenherr 
said, and would be owned by 
families that earn $40,000 to 
$50,000 a year. 

Schoenherr guesstimated 
that these families would add 
about $2 l/2~ to $5 million in 


spending money to the Ro¬ 
mulus area. 

The home properties would 
be 55 feet wide and 110 feet 
deep, he said, with some prop¬ 
erties being much wider if the 
larger home styles were se¬ 
lected. 

However City Planner Gary 
Wilson asked for a denial rec¬ 
ommendation of the applica¬ 
tion, since he claimed it failed 
to meet six criteria. 

Among those criteria, he 
said, was its failure to be com¬ 
patible with the city’s master 
plan and it had lower home 
density than envisioned by 
master plan creators. 

He also said Wayne Road is 
a major gateway to Romulus 
and said the manufactured 
home concept is not a desir¬ 
able use for property so close 
to the Metro World area that 
the city has already invested in 
heavily ($14 million). 

Homeowners there also 
would offer limited returns to 
the city and school district 
compared to the public ser¬ 
vices its family members 
would require, he said. 

Several private citizens, in¬ 
cluding former City Council- 
woman Mary Collins, arose at 
the Planning Commission 
meeting to oppose the manu¬ 
factured home creation. 

Collins, who declared she 
was “not hot” on the plan, 
since potential residents there 
will “get a freer ride (taxwise) 
than you or,X!L 

She upset corporate leaders 
by constantly referring to the 
planned homes as “trailers.” 

Collins also complained 
that 600 home sites would add 
to the already congested traf¬ 
fic on Wayne Road during busy 
travel times of the day - even if 

only 300 families exited on the 
road during any one period of 
the day. 


Romulus, Wayne 

County to share 
traffic ticket revenue

Traffic violators caught by 
Wayne County Sheriffs offi¬ 
cers on either 1-94 or 1-275 will 
soon be prosecuted on Ro¬ 
mulus city ordinance com¬ 
plaints rather than Michigan 
state laws. 

The change in traffic law 
patterns was approved re¬ 
cently by the Romulus City 
Council following a meeting 
between Romulus Police Chief 
Charles Kirby and Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department 
Executive Commander Rick 
Fenton. 

Plans call for the sharing of 
citation revenues on a 50/50 
basis between the city and 
county, Kirby said. 

The police chief hoped that 
the Romulus share would be 
used to enlarge the city’s traf¬ 
fic unit. 

In a letter to Mayor William 
Oakley, Kirby related “cur¬ 
rently we have only one officer 
assigned to traffic and motor 
carrier duties. 

“We would like to spend 
more time on selective enfor¬ 
cement in high accident areas 
and improve our motor carrier 
enforcement,” the chief wrote. 

Kirby also related that such 
a move would be a “psycho¬ 
logical lift” for the veteran offi¬ 
cers of our department. 

“A gesture such as this 
would relieve any feelings that 
the city government may be 
thinking of replacing their ser¬ 


vices with county personnel” 
in the future, Kirby added. 

Oakley revealed that he 
plans instead to use the 50 per¬ 
cent in revenues for the city’s 
general fund - rather than just 
for police traffic purposes as 
supported by Kirby. 

Oakley also said that either 
side can cancel the agreement 
on a 48- hour notice, if the plan 
does not live up to either side’s 
vision. 

The 50/50 program also calls 
for county sheriff’s officers to 
monitor the two highways in 
Romulus, thus allowing city 
police to patrol selected dan¬ 
gerous local streets on a more 
intense basis. 

The agreement needs to be 
signed by Oakley, City Clerk 
Linda Choate, County Execu¬ 
tive Edward McNamara and 
Sheriff Robert Ficano before 
it goes into effect.

Older drivers are more at 
risk of having a collision than 
any other age group, she said, 
with the exception of drivers 
25 and younger.

are signs of deteriorating 
drivers, MacDonald advised. 

According to research, peo¬ 
ple’s eyes at 60 need three 
times as much light as they did 
when they were 20. Their pe¬ 
ripheral visions, their pupil’s 
ability to contract and depth 
perception have decreased. 

Traveling in well-lighted 
areas and car-pooling at night 


are ways to accomodate this, 
as well as using mirrors more 
to compensate for lthe periph¬ 
eral vision. 

Next to alcohol, prescribed 
medications are responsible 
for many crashes, she said. 

People taking medication 
should discuss side-effects 
with their doctor. 

Within the first few days of 


taking a new medication, peo¬ 
ple should avoid driving be¬ 
cause their bodies need a 
chance to adjust to the new 
pills. 

There are just some of the 
problems older drivers face on 
the road, MacDonald said.

My life, along with 
an enormous debt load, has been anything but a walk 
in the park. I keep chipping away one day at a time. 
I’m not asking for your help with my debts. I made 'em, 
I’ll pay 'em. What I’m seeking help with is print costs 
for T-shirts. I lead a teen group for drug awareness. 
My goal is to educate teens on the early pitfalls which 
may lead to addiction. Hey, if it can happen to a nice 
kid from the 'burbs, it can happen to anyone. 

T-shirts are walking bulletin boards and help unify 
a group. I’m seeking a one time donation of $600 for 
my cause. It would be worth it if it saves one teen from 
the life I’ve lead. That’s powerful stuff, Percy.

where the location would 
be.”

tially be ravaged by lawsuits 
over the racial and gender 
score disparities that exist in 
many of the standardized tests 
used by their college admis¬ 
sions personnel. In particular, 
the SAT has been under con¬ 
siderable assault for these 
very same issues. ETS, the 
writers of the SAT and its vol¬ 
unteer sibling, the PSAT, even 
went so far as to change the 
very make-up of the PSAT to 
counter these criticisms. Now, 
the main clients of the SAT - 
university admissions’ depart¬ 
ments - are supposedly going 
to face the legal consequences 
that accompany the use of a 
flawed instrument. 

It is time to shift the focus of 
this debate. For years, we have 
torn out our proverbial hair 
debating the myriad of prob¬ 
lems that accompany the SAT. 
It is time for us to abandon this 
activity. Yes, the SAT is flawed. 
Yes, the SAT is overused. Yes, 
the SAT discriminates against 
women...and people of 
color...and poor kids from all 
of the hues in the rainbow. 
This does not solve our prob¬ 
lem. If we are not going to use 
the SAT anymore, we need to 
engage in constructive discus¬ 
sion about what we are going 
to use. It is time for everyone 
to abandon the argument, “We 
have to use the SAT because it 
is the only tool in the shed.” 

The Princeton Review 


makes its corporate living pre¬ 
paring kids for the SAT, so it 
may seem surprising that we 
would campaign so vigilantly 
to destroy the test. But the sim¬ 
ple fact is that we don’t like the 
SAT or what it does to kids. 
For fifteen years, we’ve told 
anyone who would listen that 
the SAT belongs on the trash- 
heap. Now, everybody seems to 
be offended that the govern¬ 
ment is pointing out that the 
garbage is starting to smell. 

The SAT is supposed to pre¬ 
dict college grades, but there 
is no evidence that it does so 
for minorities or women. It is 
almost entirely inconsistent 
with the normal high school 
curriculum, and does not test 
aptitude, knowledge, integrity, 
curiosity, loyalty or effort. Fi¬ 
nally, students who can afford 
the ever-increasing fees of the 
private preparation programs 
have a significant advantage 
over those who do not have the 
same means. The State of Cali¬ 
fornia has finally recognized 
the extent of this problem and 
is committed to funding ap¬ 
proximately $75 million in test 
preparation services for un¬ 
derprivileged students over 
the next five years. 

Some argue that eliminating 
the SAT is tantamount to dum¬ 
mying down the admissions 
process - that it will result in 
the selection of less qualified 
students in lieu of those who 


have truly earned the right to 
be admitted. 

But the SAT doesn’t clarify 
the search for the most quali¬ 
fied students - it just clouds 
the process. Women average 42 
points lower than men on the 
SAT. But women take more ac¬ 
ademic courses then do men in 
high school and receive higher 
grades in every subject except 
for math, in which their aver¬ 
age GPA is virtually identical 
to that of their male counter¬ 
parts. The SAT doesn’t help 
colleges admit students based 
on merit. In fact, the surest 
way to dummy down the ad¬ 
missions process would be to 
keep this test in place. 

Admissions officers need 
the right tools to select a class 
full of talented, motivated, in¬ 
teresting students. One of the 
tools that they are entitled to is 
some kind of fair, accurate, na¬ 
tional measurement. 

Instead of compounding the 
SAT’s negative impact on 
American education by open¬ 
ing colleges to potential lia¬ 
bility, why not begin the search 
for a better tool for these same 
colleges? The time has finally 
come to move past the debate 
about the value of this test. 
Let’s start the debate about 
what should replace it.

Boating safety is 
everyone’s responsibility 


Whether your interest is in 
fishing, sailing, hunting, can¬ 
oeing, or water skiing boater 
education is essential. 

Holiday weekends are a 
busy time on Michigan’s water¬ 
ways. And the Wayne County 
Marine Safety patrol will be 
especially visible. So taking 
the time to be more informed 
on water safety will ensure 
that everyone can have a safe 
and fun-filled time. Below we 
have listed some helpful hints 
to post on your boat, distribute 
to friends and keep available 
at home: 

* Taking a boating safety 
class. 

* Know your boat’s load 
limit, and don’t exceed it. A 
safe boat is a well-equipped 
boat. Always carry the neces¬ 
sary safety gear...and know 
how to use it. 

* Knowing how to swim just 
makes good sense if you spend 
time on the water. If you don’t 
know how, LEARN. However, 
even good swimmers do not al¬ 
ways survive the shock or 
panic of sudden immersion in 
cold water. 

* Keep life jackets visible 
and accessible...and never 
make someone feel uncomfort¬ 
able if they choose to wear a 
life jacket. 

* Learn “the rules of the 
road”...and obey them. 

* Don’t overdo your boating 
fun. In 3 hours of normal boat¬ 


ing, the noise, motion, sun, 
wind and glare can frequently 
double an individual’s reac¬ 
tion time. 

* Remember to designate a 
driver before you begin your 
day on the water. A designated 
driver, both on the road and on 
the water, makes good sense. 

Sheriff Robert Ficano re¬ 
minds boaters that common 
sense is the first rule in water 
safety. “If proper precautions 
aren’t taken, boating, like 
swimming, can be as dan¬ 
gerous as it is fun.” 

A particular area of concern 
is the deluge of personal 
water-craft use. In 1998, nearly 
80,000 personal watercraft 
were registered in Michigan. 

Under new state law that 
took effect April 1: 

* Young people between the 
ages of 14 and 20 must suc¬ 
cessfully complete the re¬ 
quired safety courses. 

* Personal watercraft oper¬ 
ators must be off the water one 
hour before sunset, and that 
all dealers inform customers 
about the changes in the law.

Department Marine Division 
has classes scheduled at Lake 
Erie Metro Park every Monday 
night beginning on June 7, 
1999. To pre-register or check 
on other week nights and loca¬ 
tions of boater safety classes,

APPENDIX A - ZONING 
AMENDMENT 1.161 

An Ordinance to Amend various sections of the Zoning Ordinance 
of the City of Romulus, being ARTICLE II DEFINITIONS, Section 
2.02, Definitions, by adding definitions of terms related to trucks 
and trucking uses; ARTICLE IV GENERAL PROVISIONS, by 
adding Section 4.38 Truck Maneuvering, Access and Circulation 
Standards; ARTICLE XVII: M-l. LIGHT MANUFACTURING 
DISTRICT; Section 17.03 Permitted uses after special approval, to 
eliminate Air Freight Forwarders classified as a truck terminal from 
special approval uses in the M-l district; and ARTICLE XVIII: 
MT-1 INDUSTRIAL TRANSPORTATION DISTRICT 1, Section 
18.03 Permitted uses after special approval, and ARTICLE XX: 
MT-2 INDUSTRIAL TRANSPORTATION DISTRICT 2, Section 
20.03 Permitted uses after special approval, to clarify that major and 
minor truck repair are special approval uses in these districts. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

PART 1: 

ARTICLE II, DEFINITIONS, Section 2.02 Definitions is amend¬ 
ed to include the following definitions: 

Truck: Any single unit or combined vehicle used to carry people, 
goods, material or equipment for commercial purposes, such single 
or combined vehicle having a combined gross vehicle weight rating 
of 22,000 pounds or more as rated by the Michigan State Police 
Motor Carrier Division. 

Truck, Single Unit: Any vehicle used to haul goods and materials 
for commercial purposes, such vehicle consisting of a single unit, 
not having a tractor with a separate trailer connected by a swivel 
hitch as illustrated (right): 



Truck, Combined, Semi-or Tractor Trailer: A vehicle used to haul 
goods and materials for commercial purposes with a trailer attached 
to a tractor with a swivel hitch, as illustrated (right): 



Truck Terminal: Any premises with a gross floor area greater than 
15,000 square feet used by a company which is the origin and/or 
destination point of goods being transported for storing, transfer¬ 
ring, loading and unloading and designed to accommodate the 
simultaneous loading or loading of more than one truck per 5,000 
square feet of gross floor area. Such truck loading or unloaded facil¬ 
ities shall include, but shall not necessarily be limited to, truck 
docking births, bays or any space inside or outside of a building or 
trans-shipment point designed for loading or unloading trucks. Sites 
with a single industrial building with less than 15,000 square feet of 
gross floor area that are designed to load or unload trucks shall not 
be considered to be a truck terminal. Also, industrial buildings with 
multiple, attached tenant spaces that have an office space at the 
front of each tenant space an a rear warehouse or light manufactur¬ 
ing space with a single rear truck dock, shall not be classified as a 
truck terminal for the purposes of this ordinance. 

Truck Storage: Any facility designed to accommodate the storage 
of more than (5) trucks as defined by this ordinance (including only 
the trailer portion of a combined, tractor trailer truck) for more than 
a continuous 24 hour period. Need to clarify that applies only 
where the principal use is determined to be storage and exclud¬ 
ing warehousing and other industrial uses where staging and 
parking of trucks is incidental to the permitted principal use. 

Air freight forwarder: A premises and building utilized for the 
loading or unloading of trucks concerned with the delivery to 
receipt of freight shipped via aircraft. Such facility may include, as 
an accessory use, warehouse space necessary for the transitory stor¬ 
age of air freight. Air freight forwarders with a gross floor area 
greater than 15,000 square feet that include facilities designed to 
accommodate the simultaneous loading or unloading of more than 
one truck per 5,000 square feet of gross floor area shall be consid¬ 
ered truck terminals and shall be subject to all restrictions of this 
ordinance for truck terminals. 

Warehouse: A building or part of a building used or intended to be 
used primarily for the storage of goods or chattels that are to be sold 
retail or wholesale from other premises or sold wholesale from the 
same premises; for the storage of goods or chatties to be shipped on 
mail order; for the storage of equipment or materials to be used or 
installed at other premises by the owner or operator of the ware¬ 


house; or for similar storage purposes. Warehouses with a gross 
floor area greater than 15,000 square feet with facilities to accom¬ 
modate the simultaneous loading or unloading of more than one 
truck per 5,000 square feet of gross floor area shall be considered a 
truck terminal and shall be subject to all restrictions for truck termi¬ 
nals. 

Major Truck Repair: Any facility where major repairs are per 

formed on trucks or maintenance or repair of any kind is performed 
on more than five trucks at any one time. Major repairs include 
engine rebuilding, rebuilding or reconditioning of trucks, collision 
service, such as body, frame, or fender straightening and repair; 
overall painting and undercoating of trucks, major overhauling of 
engine requiring removal of cylinder-head or crank casepan, recap¬ 
ping or retreading of tires, or steam cleaning and similar activities. 

Minor Truck Repair and Maintenance Facility: A facility where 
minor maintenance and repairs are performed on not more than five 
(5) trucks at any one time and where not more than five (5) trucks 
are stored for not more than 24 hours while awaiting repairs or 
maintenance. Any facility designed to perform maintenance or 
minor repairs on more than five trucks at any one time shall be con¬ 
sidered a major truck repair facility and shall be subject to all 
restrictions on such facilities. Minor repairs and maintenance 
includes replacement of minor engine or body parts such as replace¬ 
ment of tires, ignition parts, air and oil filter, replacement of fluid 
and re-fueling and cleaning and washing the body and engine. 
Heavy repairs such as engine or drive train replacement, rebuilding, 
painting or body work are not considered minor maintenance or 
repair and are considered major truck repair. 

PART 2: 

ARTICLE IV, GENERAL PROVISIONS, Section 4.38, Truck 
Maneuvering, Access and Circulation Standards is added to include 
the following standards: 

Section 4.38 Truck Maneuvering, Access and Circulation 
Standards 

A. All site plans submitted under Section 4.04 of the Ordinance 
must indicate the type and volume of truck traffic anticipated at the 
site, define and provide dimensions of all truck access and circula¬ 
tion lanes, and indicate all truck loading/unloading areas on the site 
plan. Driveways and roads of commercial and industrial facilities 
anticipated to receive truck traffic must be adequately designed to 
accommodate such traffic (see Figure 4.38-1). 
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Figure 4.38-1 - Typical Driveway Standards for Truck Access 

B. Site plans must include a diagram with the dimensions of trucks 
anticipated at the site and show all existing and proposed truck cir¬ 
culation patterns, including the direction and flow of truck traffic on 
the site (see Figure 4.38-2). Site plans must indicate the dimensions 
of all truck service drives, berths and dock approaches in confor¬ 
mance with the following minimum standards. Greater dock 
approach, turning radii, and truck maneuvering area dimensions 
may be required based on the truck circulation patterns and condi¬ 
tions of each site. 

C. Design features for trucking facilities should include larger turn¬ 
ing radii and added maneuvering space and pavement design to 
accommodate trucks. Such standards shall be at least the minimum 
recommended by the American Association of State Highway and 
Transportation Officials or another standard specified by the City 
Engineer. 

D. Minimum truck dock design standards are provided in the fol¬ 
lowing table and diagram (see Figure 4.38-3):

The clock is tick, tick, tick¬ 
ing and the Conference of 
Western Wayne needs to make 
a decision regarding their in¬ 
volvement in intervention for 
delinquent 17-year-olds. 

The conference, made up of 
representatives from local 
communities debated whether 
or not they wish to become in¬ 
volved in the sentencing and 
treatment of youthful of¬ 
fenders, or let a social service 
organization, such as the non¬ 
profit Plymouth group, Growth 
Works, bid on the somewhat 
daunting task. 

Until now, the near-adults 
who get into trouble have been 
sentenced by the State of 
Michigan at probate court in 
Detroit. Those who require 
out-of-home placement cur¬ 
rently number about 2,000 
young people out of about 
3,300 total youthful offenders 
in Wayne County. 

In the past, the agreement 
between the state and county 
was a 50-50 financial arrange¬ 
ment, in which the state and 
county share the cost of sen¬ 
tencing and housing the young 
offenders. However, Dale 
Yagiela, executive director of 
Growth Works, says in reality, 
the county picked up 80 per 
cent of the tab. And the cost is 
steep-up to $75,000 per year 
per each placement. 

Yagiela says Growth Works 
works with troubled youths 
and already is the entity in 
charge of placing and treating 


the younger teens, typically 
seeks to keep as many young 
offenders as possible in their 
own homes. 

Youths under the age of 17 
are assisted and sentenced lo¬ 
cally, and adults are chan¬ 
neled through local district 
courts. 

State legislature passed in 
December, 1998 gives control 
and funds back to Wayne 
County in the form of a block 
grant. What this means to local 
communities is that they each 
must decide what to do with 
their 17-year-old delinquents 
when they are no longer shut¬ 
tled to the state. As a result, 
the county requested bids 
from companies wishing to 
provide care, and become a 
CMO, or Care Management Or¬ 
ganization. 

Suzanne Hall, assistant 
county executive for Wayne 
County administration, said at 
a special CWW meeting Friday 
that she was surprised to find 
out that CWW would be a pos¬ 
sible bidder in the CMO race. 
She said she expected groups 
like Growth Works to contend 
for the job. 

The conference members 
have to wrestle with whether 
or not to serve as a CMO be¬ 
cause they have in the past 
stood firm on their stance that 
they would not be directly in¬ 
volved in implementing ser¬ 
vices. However, acting as CMO 
in Western Wayne commu¬ 
nities is a financially attrac¬ 
tive proposition, due to the 
number of residents who have 
health insurance. Add to that 


the prospect of charging an 
oversight fee, and the CWW 
stated the project would be¬ 
come a revenue source. 

Among other advantages, 
the CWW sees the project as an 
opportunity to have local con¬ 
trol of services, and gear them 
to individual community 
needs. 

In the CWW plan, the con¬ 
ference would be the adminis¬ 
trative arm of the CMO, and 
the treatment would then be 
hired out to Growth Works. 
Yagiela pressed the confer¬ 
ence for answers about their 
level of involvement because 
they are bidding with or with¬ 
out the CWW. 

Hall said bidders are en¬ 
couraged to demonstrate their 
community ties- which the 
CWW has many-as well as suc¬ 
cess rates for reducing recidiv¬ 
ism, and ideally explain how 
they could reduce out-of-home 
placements for the delin¬ 
quents. 

Yagiela says reducing out-of 
home placements serves the 
community in two ways. First, 
costs of treatment can be 


greatly reduced. And second, 
the organization implements a 
“Wrap Around” therapy in 
which parents and family 
members are treated as well. 
Other resources include in- 
home assistance and foster 
care, parenting classes, and 
family and individual counsel¬ 
ing and drug/alcohol abuse 
treatment. 

He says the wrap around 
treatment is essential to suc¬ 
cess. A youth can be sent to an 
out-of-home center, only to re¬ 
turn to the same troubled fam¬ 
ily situations and peer group. 
So Yagiela explains that in the 
current system, 60-70 per cent 
of youthful offenders placed 
out-of- home will wind up in 
the adult corrections system. 

He adds that violent teens, 
sex abuse victims and sexual 
predators will still require 
out-of-home placements, but 
Growth Works hopes to reduce 
them by half. 

Van Buren supervisor 
Helen Foster brought up ques¬ 
tions about finances, asking 
what happens if the CMO runs 
out of grant money before the 


end of the year. Yagiela said 
the county, at this point, is “fly¬ 
ing blind, and subsequently so 
are we.” 

Belleville mayor Tom 
Fielder asked if communities 
in the CWW can opt out, and 
Yagiela said they can. “This 
[map of CWW] is going to look 
like Yugoslavia when it’s done, 
the way it’s going to be all cut 
up,” Yagiela said. 

He added that those com¬ 
munities that have a good 
working relationship with 
their social service groups will 
likely choose to take their por¬ 
tion of the grant money and 
handle their own delinquents. 

Fielder said the CWW plan 
appealed to him because it’s 
large enough to serve the 
teens, but not so large it can’t 
be managed. “Right now, it’s 
too big, when you send them 
down to the void in Detroit,” 
he said. 

Westland chief of police 
Emery Price raised suspicions 
because the county has agreed 
to pay for out-of-home place¬ 
ments. “When these kids come 
back into the communities, 
and the community is totally 
responsible for providing all 
the social work, you’re saying 
that the county’s going to pay 
for that?” he asked. “I question 
when Wayne County wants to 
give you something.” 

Yagiela explained, “I think 
that Wayne County has a series 
of headaches they’d like to get 
out of.” 

The communities are ex¬ 
pected to give the teens sup¬ 
port after release from out-of¬ 


home placements, in the form 
of counseling, probation and 
charter schools, which Inkster 
mayor Edward Bivens, Jr. took 
issue with. “Why are charter 
schools preferrenced?” he 
asked. “I’m sick of them. I have 
eight of them in my little city 
and the administrators are 
making money on them.” 

Yagiela explained that often 
public schools simply cannot 
meet the needs of youthful of¬ 
fenders, and charter schools 
can specialize their services 
for them. 

Bivens also took issue with 
sentencing the teens in local 
district courts. “How are you 
going to do that when the 
judges exercise their own dis¬ 
cretion?” he asked. 

Foster said her biggest con¬ 
cern about making the bid is 
the tight deadlines paired with 
too many unanswered ques¬ 
tions. The conference must de¬ 
cided by June 15 whether or 
not to bid, and that’s just too 
soon she said. The conference 
was not willing to vote Friday, 
but Yagiela asked for an infor¬ 
mal poll in order to proceed 
with Growth Works’ proposal. 
Canton supervisor Tom Yack 
said either plan was fine with 
him. Plymouth Township su¬ 
pervisor Kathleen Keen- 
McCarthy said she’s in favor of 
the CWW plan, explaining that, 
“If CWW doesn’t do it then the 
area will get carved up by bid¬ 
ders who are after the insur¬ 
ance.” 

The rest of those in atten¬ 
dance said they’d rather let 
Growth Works go it alone.

APPENDIX A-ZONING 
AMENDMENT 1.160 

An Ordinance to Amend Appendix A, Article VII, RE, Rl-A, R-1B, 
SINGLE FAMILY RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS, Section 7.06(f), 
One-and-Two Family Dwelling Standards of the Zoning Ordinance 
of the City of Romulus by Adding Provisions to Regulate the 
Minimum Roof Pitch for Residential Construction Allowed Within 
the City of Romulus. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. SHORT TITLE: This Ordinance shall be known and 
cited as the Amended Zoning Ordinance. 

Section 2. Article VII, Section 4.07 is amended to f§Md as 
follows: 

Section 7.06.F One - and two-family dwelling standards. 

Single family dwellings shall be aesthetically compatible in design 
and appearance with other residences in the vicinity, with either a 
roof overhang of not less than six (6) inches on all sides, or alterna¬ 
tively with roof drainage systems concentrating roof drainage at 
collection points along the sides of the dwelling; has not less than 
two (2) exterior doors, with the second one (1) being in either the 
rear or side of the dwellings; contains steps connected to said exteri¬ 
or door areas where a difference in elevation requires the same. 
Proposed single family buildings shall have a pitched roof or similar 
roof style which is compatible with existing single family buildings 
in the surrounded neighborhood. No new single family construction 
shall contain pitched roofs with a pitch of less than 4:12. In making 
such determination of compatibility, the chief building inspector 
may consider the following factors: total square footage; length to 
depth proportions; value and quality of construction; exterior build¬ 
ing materials; architectural style and design and roof line; as well as 
the character, design and appearance of a majority of the residential 
dwellings (excluding mobile home parks) within two thousand 
(2,000) feet of the subject dwelling. The foregoing shall not be con¬ 
strued to prohibit innovative design concepts involving such matters 
as solar energy, view, unique land contour, or relief from the com¬ 
mon or standard design home. 

Section 2: Repeal of Conflicting Provisions 

All resolutions, ordinances or parts thereof in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict, hereby 
repealed. 

Section 3: Severability 

The various parts, sections, and clauses of this Ordinance are hereby 
declared to be severable. If any part, sentence, paragraph, section or 
clause is adjudged unconstitutional or invalid by a court of compe¬ 
tent jurisdiction, the remainder of the Ordinance shall not be affect¬ 
ed thereby.

Section 4: Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publica¬ 
tion in the official newspaper.
